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FOREWORD 


The  Directory  of  Labour  Organizations  in  Canada 
1 996  is  a  compendium  of  data  on  union  membership, 
unions,  congresses  and  other  labour  organizations  in 
Canada.  Included  are  alphabetical  listings  of  union 
organizations,  the  names  and  addresses  of  principal 
officers,  titles  of  union  publications,  upcoming 
conventions  and  the  geographic  distribution  of  union 
local  branches  in  Canada. 


Entries  in  the  Directory  are  in  five  parts.  The  first  part 
lists  international  and  national  unions  either  affiliated 
or  unaffiliated  to  a  central  labour  congress  and  having 
one  or  more  members.  Labour  organizations 
consisting  of  a  single  bargaining  unit  and  having 
more  than  50  members,  but  not  affiliated  with  any 
other  labour  organization,  form  the  second  part. 
The  third  part  lists  the  central  labour  congresses, 
their  secondary  bodies  and  directly-chartered, 
single-location  unions.  Railway  and  Printing  Trades 
and  other  union  groups  are  listed  in  the  fourth  section. 
Part  five  provides  information  on  world  organizations 
of  labour  and  their  associated  groups. 


The  information  presented  has  a  reference  date  of 
January  1,  1995.  However,  where  possible,  more 
recent  changes  in  the  various  labour  organizations 
were  included.  The  information  contained  in  the 
Directory  was  obtained  from  a  survey  of  the  Canadian 
headquarters  of  the  various  labour  organizations. 
We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  those 
organizations  for  their  co-operation. 


It  should  be  noted  that  no  official  recognition  is 
implied  by  the  inclusion  of  any  labour  organization  in 
this  Directory.  Titles  of  organizations  are  given  in 
both  official  languages  when  provided  by  the  labour 
organization. 

Reversing  a  decision  made  in  the  preparation  of  last 
year's  Directory,  we  have  included  aggregate  statistics 
on  union  membership,  national/international 
composition  and  congress  affiliation.  A  wide  range  of 
statistics  on  union  membership  is  also  available  from 
Statistics  Canada. 


AVANT-PROPOS 


Le  Repertoire  des  organisations  de  travailleurs  et 
travailleuses  au  Canada,  Edition  1996,  presente  un 
compendium  de  donnees  surles  effectifs  syndicaux, 
les  syndicats,  les  centrales  syndicates  et  les  autres 
organisations  de  travailleurs.  On  y  trouve  des  listes 
alphabetiques  des  organismes  syndicaux,  les  noms 
et  adresses  des  principaux  dirigeants,  le  titre  des 
publications  syndicates,  la  date  des  congres  a  venir 
et  la  repartition  geographique  des  sections  locales  au 
Canada. 

Les  organisations  qui  figurent  au  repertoire  sont 
groupies  en  cinq  parties.  La  premiere  partie  comprend 
la  liste  de  tous  les  syndicats  internationaux  et 
nationaux,  comptantun  membreouplus,  qu'ilssoient 
ou  non  affiles  a  une  centrale  syndicate.  La  deuxidme 
partie  comprend  les  organisations  de  travailleurs  de 
50  membres  ou  plus  composdes  d'une  seule  unite  de 
n6gociation  et  qui  ne  sont  affiliees  a  aucune  autre 
organisation.  Une  liste  des  centrales  syndicates  et 
de  leurs  corps  composants,  ainsi  que  des  syndicats 
a  charte  directe  etablis  en  un  seul endroit  est  presentee 
en  troisieme  partie.  Certains  groupes  de  syndicats 
du  secteur  des  chemins  de  fer,  des  metiers  de 
I'imprimerie  et  autres  groupes  constituent  la  quatrieme 
partie.  La  cinquteme  partie  donne  des  renseignements 
sur  les  organisations  mondiales  du  travail  et  leurs 
groupes  associes. 

Les  renseignements  pre'sente's  font  etat  de  la 
situation  au  1er Janvier  1996.  Cependant,  lorsque 
c'etait  possible,  des  changements  plus  r&cents 
apportes  a  diverses  organisations  syndicates  ont  ete 
incorpores  dans  le  present  repertoire.  Les 
renseignements  sont  tire's  d'une  enqudte  auprds 
des  sieges  centraux  canadiens  de  diverses 
organisations  de  travailleurs.  Nous  remercions  ces 
organisations  de  leur  precieuse  collaboration. 

II  est  a  noter  que  le  fait  qu'on  ait  inclus  un  syndicat 
au  repertoire  ne  lui  reconnait  aucun  statut  particulier.

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UNION  MEMBERSHIP  IN  CANADA  - 1996 


Union  membership  in  Canada  stood  at  4,033,000 
in  January  1 996,  an  increase  of  30,000  from  a  year 
before,  but  below  the  record  high  of  4,089,000  in 
January  1992.  (See  Table  1  -  page  XIV,  and  Chart 
on  page  X.) 


Since  1992,  union  membership  has  fluctuated 
slightly  on  a  year-to-year  basis.  There  was  a 
decrease  of  18,000  (representing  a  change  0.004) 
between  1992  and  1993;  there  was  a  modest 
increase  of  7,000  (for  a  change  of  0.002)  between 
1993  and  1994;  there  was  an  increase  of 
75,000  (for  a  change  0.02)  between  1994  and  1995. 
Over  the  same  period,  non-agricultural  paid 
employment  has  been  increasing,  with  the  exception 
of  a  decline  from  1992  to  1993.  Consequently,  the 
unionization  rate  (union  membership  as  a 
percentage  of  non-agricultural  paid  employment)  fell 
from  its  most  recent  peak  of  35.8  per  cent  in  1993 
to  33.9  per  cent  in  January  1996.*  This  33.9  per 
cent  unionization  rate  is  the  lowest  on  record  since 
1972  when  the  rate  was  also  33.9  per  cent.  (The 
table  on  page  X  shows  changes  in  union 
membership,  non-agricultural  paid  employment  and 
the  labour  force  for  selected  periods  since  1977.) 


*  Non-agricultural  paid  employment  and  labourforce  data 
are  from  Statistics  Canada's  Labour  Force  Survey;  the 
January  union  membership  figure  for  any  year  is  shown 
as  a  percentage  of  the  average  non-agricultural  paid 
employment  figure  of  the  preceding  year,  in  deriving  the 
unionization  rate.  Every  ten  years  the  Labour  Force  Survey 
undergoes  a  redesign  following  the  decennial  Census. 
Following  the  1 991  Census  and  commencing  in  January 
1 995,  certain  changes  were  made  to  the  Survey.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Labour  Force  Survey  series  "were  revised 
for  the  period  January  1976  to  December  1994  in  order 
to  provide  historical  context  that  is  consistent  with  these 
changes".  The  result  forthe  estimates  of  non-agricultural 
paid  employment  has  been  an  increase  in  its  level 
throughout  the  period  1976  to  1994;  the  increase  has 
been  more  pronounced  in  the  more  recent  period.  The 
unionization  rates  shown  here  forthe  1976-1994  period 
are  based  on  these  revisions,  and  are  lower  than 
previously  published  data  in  each  of  those  years;  as  well, 
the  lowering  of  the  unionization  rate  is  greater  in  the  more 
recent  period. 


LES  EFFECTIFS  SYNDICAUX  AU  CANADA  - 
1996 

En  janvier  1996,  on  comptait  4  033  000  employes 
syndiques  au  Canada,  soit  une  hausse  de  30  000 
par  rapport  a  I'annee  precedente,  mais  sous 
le  sommet  de  4  089  000  syndiques  atteint  en 
janvier  1992.  (Voir  le  tableau  I  a  la  page  XIV  et  le 
graphique  a  la  page  X.) 

Depuis  1992,  le  nombre  de  syndiques  a  fluctue 
legerement  d'annee  en  annee.  II  a  connu  une 
baisse  de  18  000  (soit  un  changement  de  0,004) 
de  1992  a  1993;  il  a  enregistre  une  hausse  de 
7  000  (soit  un  changement  de  0,002)  entre  1 993  et 
1994;  enfin,  une  baisse  de  75  000  (soit  un 
changement  de  0,02)  etait  enregistree  entre  1994 
et  1995.  Au  cours  de  la  meme  periode,  le  volume 
des  travailleurs  non-agricoles  remuneres  s'est 
accru,  sauf  de  1992  a  1993  alors  qu'il  a  enregistre 
une  baisse.  En  consequence,  le  taux  de 
syndicalisation,  c'est-a-dire  le  rapport  entre  le 
nombre  de  travailleurs  syndiques  et  celui  des 
travailleurs  non-agricoles  remuneres,  a  diminue  par 
rapport  au  plus  recent  sommet  de  35,8  pour  cent 
atteint  en  1993  pour  s'etablir  a  33,9  pour  cent  en 
janvier  1996* .  Ce  dernier  taux  de  syndicalisation 
est  le  plus  bas  enregistre  depuis  1972,  alors  qu'il 
etait  aussi  de  33,9  %.  (Le  tableau  a  la  page  X 
montre  revolution  des  effectifs  syndicaux,  des 
travailleurs  non-agricoles  remuneres  et  de  la 
population  active  pour  des  periodes  choisies  depuis 
1977.)

En 
consequence,  les  estimations  relatives  aux  travailleurs 
non-agricoles  remuneres  ont  ete  rehaussees  pourtoute 
la  periode  en  question;  c'est  pour  la  periode  la  plus  recente 
que  I'augmentation  a  ete  la  plus  importante.  Les  taux  de 
syndicalisation  indiques  ici  pour  la  periode  de  1976  a 
1 994  sont  fondes  sur  ces  revisions  et  sont  inferieurs  aux 
donnees  deja  publiees  pour  chacune  de  ces  annees;  de 
plus,  c'est  au  cours  de  la  periode  la  plus  recente  que  la 
baisse  du  taux  de  syndicalisation  est  plus  forte.

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Union  membership  generally  rose  between  1977 
and  1992.  The  rate  of  growth  moderated  in  the 
mid-1 980's,  before  rising  again  in  1989  and  1990. 
Growth  was  moderate  in  1991  and  1992  and,  as 
indicated  above,  actually  declined  between  1992 
and  1996.  The  growth  rate  of  non-agricultural  paid 
employment  has  followed  a  similar  pattern,  except 
that  its  growth  rates  have  been  generally  above 
those  of  union  membership.  The  result  has  been  a 
long-term  decline  in  the  unionization  rate  from 
37.1  per  cent  in  1978  and  37.2  in  1984,  to  33.9  per 
cent  in  1996. 


Labour  force  growth  rates  while  fluctuating 
somewhat,  have  been  positive  in  every  year  of  the 
1 977-1 996  period.  The  overall  labour  force  growth 
of  41 .8  per  cent  over  that  period  was  much  in  excess 
of  the  28.1  per  cent  growth  in  union  membership. 
As  a  result,  union  membership  as  a  percentage  of 
the  labour  force  declined  from  30.2  percent  in  1978 
to  27.4  per  cent  in  1996,  the  lowest  since  1971's 
26.6  per  cent. 


The  Canadian  Labour  Congress  (CLC),  whose 
affiliated  membership  declined  between  1994  and 
1995,  then  rose  in  1996  to  2,547,839,  remains  the 
largest  central  labour  body  and  now  accounts  for 
63.2  per  cent  of  unionized  workers  in  Canada.  The 
net  increase  in  the  CLC's  membership  between 
1995  and  1996  (a  gain  of  103,108)  reflects  the 
affiliation  of  some  previously  independent  unions, 
particularly  the  Ontario  School  Teachers'  Federation 
and  the  Ontario  English  Catholic  School  Teachers' 
Association.  The  second  largest  central  body,  the 
Confederation  des  syndicats  nationaux  (CSN)  saw 
its  membership  decline  from  258,675  in  1994  to 
249,148  in  1995,  then  rise  modestly  in  1996  to 
249,870.  Membership  in  the  Canadian  Federation 
of  Labour  (CFL)  declined  from  200,446  in  1994  to 
186,674  in  1995,  and  again  to  171,420  in  1996. 


There  were  few  changes  in  the  rankings  of  individual 
unions  between  1995  and  1996.  (See  Table  IV, 
pages  XVII  to  XIX.)  The  Canadian  Union  of  Public 
Employees  whose  membership  rose  by  11,335  to 


Entre  1977  et  1992,  le  nombre  de  syndiques  a 
generalement  augmente.  Bien  que  le  taux  de 
croissance  ait  ralenti  au  milieu  des  annees  80,  il  a 
repris  sa  montee  en  1989  et  1990.  En  1991  et 
1992,  le  nombre  de  syndiques  s'est  accru  de  fagon 
moderee  et,  comme  deja  indique,  il  a  diminue  entre 
1 992  et  1 996.  Le  taux  de  croissance  des  travailleurs 
non-agricoles  remuneres  a  suivi  une  courbe 
similaire,  sauf  qu'en  general  il  a  ete  superieur  a 
celui  du  nombre  de  syndiques.  Cette  situation  a 
done  eu  pour  resultat  une  diminution  a  long  terme 
du  taux  de  syndicalisation,  qui  est  passe  de 
37,1  pour  cent  en  1978;  a  37,2  pour  cent  en  1984 
et  a  33,9  pour  cent  en  1996. 

Bien  qu'ils  aient  quelque  peu  fluctues,  les  taux  de 
croissance  de  la  population  active  ont  ete  positifs 
tous  les  ans  entre  1977  et  1996.  L'augmentation 
globale  de  41 ,8  pour  cent  enregistree  au  cours  de 
cette  periode  a  largement  depasse  le  taux  de 
croissance  de  28,1  pour  cent  enregistre  pour  le 
nombre  de  syndiques.  En  consequence,  les  effectifs 
syndicaux  en  pourcentage  de  la  population  active 
ont  chute,  passant  de  30,2  pour  cent  en  1978  a 
27,4  pour  cent  en  1996,  soit  le  taux  le  plus  bas 
depuis  1971  (26,6  pour  cent). 

Le  Congres  du  travail  du  Canada  (CTC),  dont  le 
nombre  de  membres  a  diminue  entre  1994  et  1995 
pour  ensuite  remonter  a  2  547  839  en  1996, 
demeure  la  plus  importante  centrale  syndicale, 
representant  maintenant  63,2  pour  cent  de  tous  les 
travailleurs  syndiques  au  Canada.  L'augmentation 
nette  du  nombre  de  membres  affilies  au  CTC  entre 
1 995  et  1 996  (un  gain  de  1 03  1 08  membres)  reflete 
['affiliation  de  syndicats  auparavant  independants, 
en  particulier  la  Federation  des  enseignantes  et  des 
enseignants  de  I'Ontario  et  I'Association  des 
enseignantes  et  enseignants  catholiques 
anglo-ontariens.  L'effectif  de  la  deuxieme  plus 
grande  centrale  syndicale,  soit  la  Confederation  des 
syndicats  nationaux  (CSN),  a  diminue,  passant  de 
258  675  en  1994  a  249  148  en  1995,  puis  a 
augmente  legerement,  s'etablissant  a  249  870  en 
1 996.  L'affiliation  a  la  troisieme  plus  grande  centrale, 
la  Federation  canadienne  du  travail  (FCT),  a  par 
ailleurs  diminue  passant  de  200  446  en  1994  a 
186  674  en  1995,  puis  a  171  420  en  1996. 

Entre  1995  et  1996,  il  n'y  a  eu  que  tres  peu  de 
changements  en  ce  qui  a  trait  au  classement 
individuel  des  syndicats.  (Voir  le  tableau  IV, 
pages  XVII  a  XIX.)  Le  Syndicat  canadien  de  la 
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455,81 8  in  1 996,  remains  the  largest  individual  union; 
the  National  Union  of  Public  and  General  Employees 
whose  membership  increased  by  10,814  to  310,000 
in  1996,  remains  the  second  largest.  The  National 
Automobile,  Aerospace,  Transportation  and  General 
Workers  Union  of  Canada  (CAW),  with  its 
membership  unchanged  at  205,000  between  1995 
and  1996,  remains  in  third  place.  Membership  was 
also  unchanged  in  1996  in  the  fourth-placed  United 
Food  and  Commercial  Workers'  International  Union 
at  185,000.  The  Public  Service  Alliance  of  Canada 
(PSAC)  was  replaced  in  fifth  place  by  the  United 
Steelworkers  of  America  whose  membership  rose 
by  8,168  to  170,000  in  1996;  PSAC,  whose 
membership  was  unchanged  at  167,828,  now  places 
sixth.  The  Communications,  Energy  and 
Paperworkers'  Union  retained  its  seventh  place 
ranking  while  raising  its  membership  significantly  by 
40,520  to  165,188  in  1996.  Membership  in  the 
following  unions  was  unchanged  between  1995  and 
1996  at  the  numbers  shown,  and  the  unions  retain 
their  rankings  at  eighth,  ninth,  and  tenth,  respectively: 
the  Federation  des  affaires  sociales  -  96,970;  the 
International  Brotherhood  of  Teamsters  -  95,000;  and 
the  Service  Employees'  International  Union  -  80,000. 


Fonction  publique,  dont  I'effectif  a  augmente  de 
11  335  pour  se  situer  a  455  818  en  1996,  est 
encore  le  plus  important,  le  deuxieme  rang 
revenant  au  Syndicat  national  des  employees  et 
employes  generaux  du  secteur  public,  dont  le 
nombre  de  syndiques  a  augmente  de  10  814  pour 
atteindre  310  000  en  1996.  Avec  un  effectif 
inchange  de  205  000  membres  entre  1995  et 
1996,  le  Syndicat  national  de  I'automobile,  de 
I'aerospatiale,  du  transport  et  des  autres 
travailleurs  et  travailleuses  du  Canada  (TCA) 
conserve  la  troisieme  place.  L'effectif  syndical  de 
185  000  membres,  n'a  pas  change  non  plus,  en 
1996,  chez  le  quatrieme  plus  grand  syndicat,  soit 
I'Union  internationale  des  travailleurs  et 
travailleuses  unis  de  I'alimentation  et  du 
commerce.  Les  Metallurgist.es  unis  d'Amerique 
ont  deloge  I'Alliance  de  la  Fonction  publique  du 
Canada  (AFPC)  du  cinquieme  rang,  avec  un 
effectif  qui  a  augmente  de  8  168  pour  s'etablir  a 
170  000  membres  en  1996;  I'AFPC,  dont  l'effectif 
est  demeure  sensiblement  inchange  (167  828), 
se  classe  maintenant  au  sixieme  rang.  Le 
Syndicat  canadien  des  communications,  de 
I'energie  et  du  papier  demeure  au  septieme  rang 
bien  que  son  effectif  ait  enregistre  une  hausse 
considerable  de  40  520  syndiques,  ce  qui  porte 
le  nombre  de  ses  membres  a  165  188  en  1996. 
Selon  les  informations  qui  nous  ont 
ete  transmises,  l'effectif  des  syndicats  ci-apres 
est  demeure  inchange  entre  1995  et  1996 
et  ils  ont  conserve  le  meme  rang,  soit  le 
huitieme,  le  neuvieme  et  le  dixieme  rang 
respectivement :  la  Federation  des  affaires 
sociales,  96  970  membres;  la  Fraternite 
internationale  des  Teamsters,  95  000  et  I'Union 
internationale  des  employes  des  services, 
80  000  membres. 


While  the  number  of  unions  with  a  national  affiliation 
declined  to  222  in  1996  from  226  in  1995, 
membership  rose  from  2,593,363  in  1995,  to 
2,651,135  in  1996  (+  57,772).  The  number  of 
international-affiliated  unions  declined  from  58  in 
1 995  to  53  in  1 996,  and  membership  from  1 ,203,762 
to  1,187,635  (-16,127). 


Le  nombre  de  syndicats  ayant  une  affiliation 
nationale  est  tombe  de  226,  en  1995,  a  222,  en 
1996,  mais  le  nombre  de  syndiques  a  augmente, 
passant  de  2  593  363  en  1995  a  2  651  135  en

internationale  a  aussi  diminue,  passant  de  58  en 
1995  a  53  en  1996  et  le  nombre  de  syndiques  est 
tombe  de  1  203  762  a  1  187  635,  soit  une  perte 
de  16  127  syndiques.

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CHANGES  IN  THE  DIRECTORY 


1.    Structure  and  affiliation  changes  to 
international  and  national  unions 

The  International  Brotherhood  of  Firemen  and  Oilers 
(AFL-CIO/CLC)  joined  the  Service  Employees 
Internationa!  Union  (AFL-CIO/CLC)  effective  March 
1995. 

The  United  Rubber,  Cork,  Linoleum  and  Plastic

The  AFL-CIO  is  the  largest  labour  body  in  the 
United  States.  The  Federation  of  Organized  Trades 
and  Labor  Unions,  which  was  founded  on 
November  1 5, 1 881 ,  became  the  AFL  in  1 886;  the 
CIO  was  founded  in  1935  and  merged  with  the  AFL 
in  1955. 

In  the  United  States,  the  AFL-CIO  is  organized  into 
12  regions  which  are  made  up  of  51  state  central 
bodies  and  626  local  central  bodies.  Total 
membership  in  the  U.S.  is  approximately 
13.3-million  workers  organized  into  83  affiliated 
unions. 

AFL-CIO  policy  is  set  at  the  biennial  convention. 
Between  conventions,  policy  is  set  by  the 
35-member  Executive  Council  composed  of  the 
President,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  principal 
officers  from  the  major  unions. 

The  Council  must  meet  at  least  three  times  a  year 
and  is  responsible  for  proposing  and  evaluating 
legislation  of  interest  to  the  labor  movement, 
assisting  unions  in  organizing  activities,  and 
resolving  jurisdictional  disputes  among  unions.

Les  origines  du  syndicalisme  enseignant  remontent 
au  mois  de  novembre  1936  alors  que  I' Association 
catholique  des  institutrices  rurales  (ACIR)  etait 
fondee  a  La  Malbaie.  Deux  autres  federations  sont 
egalement  fondees  un  peuplus  tard:  la  Federation 
provinciate  des  instituteurs  ruraux  (FPIR)  en  1939  et 
la  Federation  des  instituteurs  et  institutrices  des 
cites  et  villes  (FICV)  en  1942. 

Le  17  avril  1 946  naissait  I'ancetre  direct  de  la  CEQ:

En  1974,  la  CEQ  se  transforme  en  centrale 
syndicate  et  augmente  ses  effectifs  pour  englober 
/'ensemble  des  travailleuses  et  travailleurs  de 
I'enseignement,  des  institutions  privees,  des 
affaires  sociales,  des  loisirs  et  des  sports. 

Depuis,  la  Centrale  de  I'enseignement  du  Quebec 
a  diversifie  et  augmente  ses  effectifs  qui 
comprennent  maintenant  des  employees  et 
employes  des  secteurs  des  communications,  de 
la  sante  et  des  services  sociaux  et  des  loisirs. 

Trade  unionism  originated  in  the  teaching 
community  in  November  1936  with  the  founding  in 
La  Malbaie  of  the  Association  catholique  des 
institutrices  rurales.  Later,  two  other  federations 
were  created:  Federation  provinciale  des  instituteurs 
ruraux  in  1 936  and,  in  1 942,  the  Federation  des 
instituteurs  et  institutrices  des  cites  et  villes. 
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On  April  17, 1946,  these  three  provincial  federations 
merged  to  form  a  direct  ancestor  of  the  Centrale  de 
I'enseignementdu  Quebec  (CEQ),  the  Corporation 
generate  des  instituteurs  et  institutrices  catholiques 
de  la  province  de  Quebec  (CIC).  Its  total 
membership  was  then  approximately  11,100. 

In  1967,  the  CIC  became  the  Corporation  des 
enseignants  du  Quebec  and  relinquished  its 
denominational  character. 

In  1974,  the  CEQ  became  a  central  labour  body, 
and  membership  included  all  workers  from  the 
teaching  sector,  private  institutions,  social  affairs, 
recreation  and  sports.

A  few  years  later,  in 
response  to  the  requests  of  several  new  affiliates  in 
the  educational  field,  the  name  was  changed  to  the 
Federation  nationale  des  employes  des  corporations 
municipales  et  scolaires  du  Canada  inc. 

At  its  foundation  in  1947,  the  Federation  was 
affiliated  with  the  Confederation  des  travailleurs 
catholiques  du  Canada  inc.,  which  later  became  the 
Centrale  des  syndicats  nationaux  (CSN).  Following 
a  misunderstanding  which  lasted  three  years  and 
which  caused  some  distress  to  an  important  group 
of  workers,  the  FISA  decided  to  become 
autonomous  and  found  a  truly  democratic  structure. 
The  FISA  split  from  the  CSN  in  March  of  1960. 

In  1 963  the  name  of  the  Federation  was  changed 
again.  The  new  name  became  the  Federation  des 
employes  municipaux  et  scolaires  du  Quebec 
(FEMSQ).  Finally,  in  the  month  of  May,  1990,  at  the 
time  of  its  30th  anniversary,  the  name  of  Federation 
independante  des  syndicats  affilies  (FISA)  was 
adopted.  Thus  began  the  birth  of  new  services,  a 
solid  commitment  toward  the  environment,  and  the 
introduction  of  means  of  communication  to  promote 
the  active  participation  of  members  in  the 
development  of  the  Federation. 

Today,  the  Federation  independante  des  syndicats 
affilies  is  a  democratic  organization  representing 
12,000  workers  in  the  municipal  sector  including 
library  personnel,  the  school  sector  -  that  is,  the 
support  staff  of  school  commissions  -  the  private 
sector  and  social  affairs.

The  Canadian  Association  of  University  Teachers 
(CAUT)  was  founded  in  1 951 .  The  earliest  concern 
of  CAUT  was  economic,  in  particular  salaries  and 
pensions.  By  1958,  when  the  workload  exceeded 
the  capacity  of  the  Association's  part-time 
executive,  a  national  office  was  opened  in  Ottawa. 
Academic  freedom  and  tenure  became  major 
concerns  of  the  Association  in  1958  when  it  fought 
its  first  notable  case,  that  of  Professor  Harry  Crowe 
at  Winnipeg's  United  College  (now  the  University  of 
Winnipeg).  In  1967,  the  Academic  Freedom  and 
Tenure  Committee  promulgated  the  CAUT  Policy 
Statement  on  Academic  Appointments  and  Tenure. 
Faculty  at  most  Canadian  universities  have 
successfully  negotiated  tenure  documents. 

The  Duff-Berdahl  report,  issued  in  1963  by  the 
Commission  jointly  established  by  CAUT  and  the 
Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada, 
heralded  a  new  era  of  faculty  participation  in 
university  governance. 
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Collective  bargaining  became  a  major  concern  of 
the  Association  in  the  early  seventies.  Through  the 
1970s  as  more  local  associations  unionized,  the 
CAUT  Collective  Bargaining  Committee 
recommended  policy  statements  and  model  clauses 
designed  to  safeguard  the  traditional  contractual 
goals  of  university  teachers,  namely  academic 
freedom,  non-discrimination,  due  process  and 
economic  security.  CAUT  also  revitalized  its  role  as 
lobbying  agent  for  its  membership,  especially  with 
the  federal  government,  on  such  issues  as  financial 
funding  of  universities,  research,  human  rights, 
security  intelligence  on  campus,  freedom  of 
information,  immigration  and  taxation. 

In  the  1990's  the  Association  seeks  to  advance  the 
professional  standards  of  its  members  and  to 
improve  the  quality  of  higher  education  in  Canada. 
The  membership  of  CAUT  now  numbers 
approximately  30,000,  drawn  from  local 
associations  and  unions  throughout  the  country.

The  Canadian  Teachers'  Federation  exists  to 
facilitate  the  sharing  of  ideas,  knowledge  and  skills 
among  its  13  provincial  and  territorial  teacher 
organization  members  who,  collectively,  represent 
240,000  teachers.  Founded  in  1920,  the  Federation

The  National  Federation  of  Nurses'  Unions  was 
established  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  on  May  1, 1981, 
following  a  series  of  meetings  which  began  in  1978. 
As  nursing  unions  evolved,  it  was  recognized  that  a 


structured  association  was  needed  at  a  national 
level  so  that  nurses'  unions  could  speak  with  one 
strong  voice,  share  common  concerns  and 
interests,  and  work  for  improved  health-care 
systems  in  Canada.

The  Ontario  Teachers'  Federation  was  established 
by  the  Teaching  Profession  Act  of  1944  as  the 
professional  organization  for  teachers  in  the 
province,  thus  becoming  the  official  liaison  between 
the  teachers  and  the  Minister  of  Education.  All 
teachers,  as  defined  by  the  Teaching  Profession 
Act,  are  required  to  belong  to  the  Federation  as  a 
condition  of  teaching  in  Ontario. 

The  Federation's  major  areas  of  responsibility 
include:  providing  leadership  and  complementing 
the  work  of  its  affiliates  in  teacher  education; 
representing  the  teaching  profession  in  legislation 
affecting  education;  dealing  with  matters  of  relations 
and  discipline;  monitoring,  developing  and 
evaluating  curriculum  and  professional  development 
policies,  and  research;  developing  and  funding 
special  projects;  representing  the  profession  in 
matters  affecting  superannuation;  and  acting  as 
co-ordinating  agent  for  study  or  action  in 
educational  finance  policy. 

The  Federation  is  governed  by  a  50-member  Board 
comprising  1 0  representatives  from  each  member 
union,  which  meets  three  times  a  year.  Between 
these  meetings,  business  is  conducted  by  the 
1 6-member  Executive  Committee.

The  Canadian  labour  movement  plays  an  important 
part  in  several  intergovernmental  organizations, 
particularly  in  the  International  Labour  Organization 
(ILO)  and  the  Organization  for  Economic 
Co-operation  and  Development  (OECD). 

The  ILO,  formed  in  1919  and  now  an  agency  of  the 
United  Nations,  is  a  tripartite  body  consisting  of 
representatives  of  governments,  national  trade 
unions  and  employer  organizations,  and  is 
concerned  with  the  improvement  of  working  and 
living  conditions  throughout  the  world. 

The  Canada  Branch  Office  is  responsible  for 
relations  with  the  government,  employers'  and 
workers'  organizations,  as  well  as  with  international, 
regional  and  bilateral  organizations  in  Canada.  The 
Office  supports  the  ILO's  technical  co-operation 
activities  by  means  of  recruitment  of  experts, 
acquisition  of  equipment,  and  placement  of  fellows 
in  Canada.  In  addition,  it  manages  the  sales  of  ILO 
publications  in  Canada,  gathers  and  disseminates 
information  on  main  developments  in  labour  and 
related  fields,  and  maintains  contact  with 
universities  and  other  educational  bodies  through 
lectures  and  the  provision  of  ILO  teaching  aids  and 
materials.

Its  Trade  Union  Advisory  Committee  (TUAC)  has 
representatives  from  the  national  centres  affiliated 
with  the  ICFTU  or  the  WCL,  and  plays  an  important 
part  in  advising  the  Organization  on  labour  matters.

GLOSSARY  OF  LABOUR  TERMS 


Affiliated  union  (Sy ndicat  affilie)  -  A  union  that 
is  affiliated  with  a  central  labour  congress. 

Allied  trades  federation  (Federation  de 
metiers  connexes)  -  An  organization  of  unions 
or  locals  of  unions  in  a  particular  area, 
functioning  in  the  same  industry,  to  co-ordinate 
the  activities  of  the  members  and  to  deal  with 
jurisdictional  questions.  Policies  are  established 
and  officers  are  elected  at  meetings  attended 
by  delegates  from  member  organizations. 
Trades  federations  may  be  known  by  other 
names  such  as  union  councils,  union 
federations,  or  joint  councils  and  they  are  most 
frequently  found  in  industries  organized  along 
craft  lines. 

Central  labour  congress  (Centrale  syndicate) 

-  An  organization  having  in  affiliation  various 
unions,  directly  chartered  locals,  provincial 
federations  of  labour,  and  local  labour  councils, 
for  the  purpose  of  broadly  co-ordinating  their 
activities  at  the  national  level  including  the 
relations  between  unions  and  governments  and 
establishing  relations  with  organized  workers 
internationally.  Congresses  hold  annual  or 
biennial  conventions  attended  by  delegates  from 
affiliated  organizations  at  which  policies  are 
established  and  officers  elected.  The  congress 
also  organizes  local  unions  known  as  directly 
chartered  locals.  Funds  are  obtained  through  a 
per  capita  tax  on  all  affiliates. 

Directly  chartered  local  (Section  locale  a 
charte  directe)  -  A  local  that  is  organized  by 
and  receives  its  charter  from  a  central  labour 
congress  and  is  not  part  of  an  international  or 
national  union.  It  pays  per  capita  dues  directly 
to  the  congress  and  receives  services  from  the 
congress. 

District  council  (Conseil  regional)  -  An 

organization  of  locals  of  a  union  in  a  particular 
area  formed  to  co-ordinate  the  activities  of  the 
locals  in  the  district.  District  councils  may  hold 


meetings  of  delegates  from  member  locals  to 
deal  with  matters  of  interest  to  them  and  at  which 
officers  for  the  district  are  elected.  District 
organizations  are  also  known  by  such  names 
as  joint  boards  or  conference  boards. 

Independent  local  organization 
(Organisation  locale  independante)  -  A  local 
organization  that  is  not  formally  connected  or 
affiliated  with  any  other  labour  organization. 

International  union  (Syndicat  international) 

-A  union  that  charters  locals  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada. 

Local  (Section  locale)  -  The  basic  unit  of  labour 
organization  formed  in  a  particular  plant  or 
locality.  The  members  participate  directly  in  the 
affairs  of  their  local  including  the  election  of 
officers,  financial  and  other  business  matters, 
and  relations  between  their  organization  and 
employers,  and  they  pay  dues  to  the  local.  There 
are  locals  of  international,  national  or  regional 
unions,  locals  directly  chartered  by  a  central 
congress,  and  independent  local  organizations. 
Sometimes  unions  have  units,  similar  to  locals, 
such  as  lodges,  branches,  divisions  or  districts. 

Local  labour  council  (Conseil  syndical  local) 

-  An  organization  formed  by  a  labour  congress 
at  the  city  level.  It  is  organized  and  functions  in 
the  same  manner  as  provincial  federation  but 
within  the  scope  of  a  city.  Funds  are  obtained 
through  a  per  capita  tax  on  affiliates. 

Local  of  an  international  or  national  union 
(Section  locale  d'un  syndicat  international  ou 
national)  -  A  local  that  is  organized  by,  or  elects 
to  affiliate  itself  with,  an  international  or  national 
union.  Per  capita  dues  are  paid  to  the  parent 
union,  and  in  return  certain  services  are 
rendered  by  the  union. 

National  union  (Syndicat  national)  -  A  union 
that  charters  locals  in  Canada  only. 
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Provincial  federation  (Federation 
provinciale)  -  An  organization  formed  by  a 
labour  congress  at  the  provincial  level  which 
consists  of  the  congress  affiliates  in  the  province. 
It  functions  similarly  to  the  congress  in  the 
appropriate  provincial  area  except  that  it  does 
not  charter  local  unions.  Funds  are  obtained 
through  a  per  capita  tax  on  affiliates. 


Union  (Syndicat)  -  The  unit  of  labour 
organization  that  organizes  and  charters  locals 
in  the  industries  or  trades  as  defined  in  its 
constitution,  sets  general  policy  for  its  locals, 
assists  them  in  the  conduct  of  their  affairs,  and 
is  the  medium  for  co-ordinating  their  activities. 
Funds  are  obtained  from  the  locals  through  per 
capita  dues.  Unions  usually  hold  regular 
conventions  of  delegates  from  the  locals  at  which 
general  policy  is  set  and  officers  are  elected. 
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Centrale  syndicate  (Central  labour  congress) 

-  C'est  une  organisation  qui  groupe  divers 
syndicats,  des  federations  de  syndicats,  des 
sections  locales  a  charte  directe  ou  non 
federees,  des  federations  syndicales 
provinciales  et  des  conseils  syndicaux  locaux. 
Le  but  de  la  centrale  est  de  coordonner,  sur  le 
plan  national,  les  activites  de  ces  differentes 
organisations  syndicales  (entre  autres,  les 
relations  entre  ces  organisations  et  les 
gouvernements)  et  d'etablir,  sur  le  plan 
international,  des  relations  avec  les  travailleurs 
syndiques  d'autres  pays.  Les  centrales 
organisent  des  congres  annuels  ou  bisannuels 
auxquels  assistent  les  delegues  des 
organisations  affiliees;  au  cours  de  ces  congres, 
on  fixe  la  politique  a  suivre  et  on  procede  a 
I'election  des  dirigeants.  La  centrale  met 
egalement  sur  pied  des  syndicats  locaux  connus 
sous  le  nom  de  sections  locales  a  charte  directe. 
Les  fonds  de  la  centrale  proviennent  d'un  droit 
par  tete  verse  par  toutes  les  organisations 
affiliees. 

Conseil  regional  (District  council)  -  C'est  une 
organisation  qui,  dans  une  region  determinee, 
groupe  les  sections  locales  d'un  syndicat  dans 
le  but  de  coordonner  leurs  activites  dans  la 
region.  Les  conseils  regionaux  peuvent  tenir 
des  reunions  groupant  des  delegues  des 
sections  locales  membres  afin  de  discuter  des 
questions  d'interet  commun  et  de  proceder  a 
I'election  des  dirigeants.  Ces  conseils  sont  aussi 
connus  sous  le  nom  de  commissions  mixtes  ou 
conseils  de  conference. 

Conseil  syndical  local  (Local  labour  council) 

-  C'est  une  organisation  formee  par  une  centrale 
syndicale  au  niveau  municipal.  Le  conseil 
syndical  local  est  organise  et  fonctionne  de  la 
meme  maniere  qu'une  federation  provinciale, 
mais  dans  les  limites  d'une  ville.  Les  fonds 
proviennent  d'un  droit  par  tete  verse  par  les 
organisations  affiliees. 


Federation  de  metiers  connexes  (Allied 
trades  federation)  -  C'est  une  organisation  qui, 
dans  une  region  determinee,  groupe  les 
syndicats  ou  les  sections  locales  de  syndicats 
de  la  meme  industrie  en  vue  de  coordonner  les 
activites  des  membres  et  d'examiner  les 
questions  de  competence.  Au  cours  de  reunions 
auxquelles  assistent  les  delegues  des 
organisations  membres  de  la  federation,  on  fixe 
la  politique  a  suivre  et  on  procede  a  I'election 
des  dirigeants.  Les  federations  de  metiers 
peuvent  etre  connues  sous  d'autres  noms  tels 
que  conseils  syndicaux,  federations  syndicales, 
conseils  mixtes.  C'est  dans  les  industries  ou 
les  travailleurs  sont  groupes  en  syndicats  de 
metiers  que  ces  federations  sont  le  plus 
frequemment  constitutes. 

Federation  provinciale  (Provincial 
federation)  -  C'est  une  organisation  formee  sur 
le  plan  provincial  par  une  centrale  syndicale.  La 
federation  provinciale  groupe  la  majorite  des 
organisations  affiliees  a  la  centrale  dans  une 
province  determinee.  Elle  fonctionne  de  la 
meme  maniere  que  la  centrale,  mais  dans  les 
limites  d'une  province.  Toutefois,  elle  n'accorde 
pas  de  charte  aux  syndicats  locaux.  Les  fonds 
proviennent  d'un  droit  par  tete  verse  par  les 
organisations  affiliees. 

Organisation  locale  independante 
(Independent  local  organization)  -  C'est  une 
organisation  locale  qui  n'est  officiellement  liee 
ou  affiliee  a  aucune  autre  organisation  syndicale. 

Section  locale  (Local)  -  C'est  l  unite  de  base 
de  I'organisation  syndicale;  elle  est  formee  dans 
une  usine  ou  dans  une  localite  particuliere.  Les 
membres  participent  directement  aux  activites 
de  leur  section  locale,  notamment  a  I'election 
de  ses  dirigeants  et  aux  questions  financieres 
et  autres,  de  meme  qu'aux  relations  entre  la 
section  locale  et  les  employeurs.  Les  membres 
versent  des  cotisations  a  leur  section  locale.  II

Section  locale  d'un  syndicat  international  ou 
national  (Local  of  an  international  or  national 
union)  -  C'est  une  section  locale  qui  est 
organisee  par  un  syndicat  international  ou 
national  ou  qui  choisit  de  s'y  affilier.  Des  droits 
par  tete  sont  verses  a  ce  syndicat  qui,  en  retour, 
fournit  certains  services  a  la  section  locale. 


Syndicat  (Union)  -  C'est  ['organisation 
syndicale  qui  met  sur  pied  des  sections  locales 
dans  les  industries  ou  metiers  designes  dans 
ses  statuts  et  qui  leur  accorde  une  charte.  Elle 
fixe  une  politique  generale  pour  ses  sections 
locales,  les  aide  dans  la  conduite  de  leurs 
affaires  et  coordonne  leurs  activites.  Les  fonds 
proviennent  des  sections  locales,  sous  forme 
de  droits  par  tete.  Les  syndicats  tiennent 
habituellement,  a  intervalles  reguliers,  des 
reunions  de  delegues  des  sections  locales, 
reunions  au  cours  desquelles  on  fixe  une 
politique  generale  et  on  procede  a  I'election  des 
dirigeants. 

Syndicat  affilie  (Affiliated  union)  -  C'est  une 
syndicat  affilie  a  une  centrale  syndicale. 

Syndicat  international  (International  union) 

-  C'est  un  syndicat  qui  accorde  des  chartes  a 
des  sections  locales  aux  Etats-Unis  et  au 
Canada  seulement. 

Syndicat  national  (National  union)  -  C'est  un 
syndicat  qui  n'accorde  des  chartes  qu'a  des 
sections  locales  au  Canada.

FOREWORD 

The  Directory  of  Labour  Organizations  in  Canada  1 997 
is  a  compendium  of  data  on  union  membership, 
unions,  congresses  and  other  labour  organizations  in 
Canada.  Included  are  alphabetical  listings  of  union 
organizations,  the  names  and  addresses  of  principal 
officers,  titles  of  union  publications,  upcoming 
conventions  and  the  geographic  distribution  of  union 
local  branches  in  Canada. 


Entries  in  the  Directory  are  in  five  parts.  The  first  part 
lists  international  and  national  unions  either  affiliated 
or  unaffiliated  to  a  central  labour  congress  and  having 
one  or  more  members.  Labour  organizations  consisting 
of  a  single  bargaining  unit  and  having  more  than  50 
members,  but  not  affiliated  with  any  other  labour 
organization,  form  the  second  part.  The  third  part 
lists  the  central  labour  congresses,  their  secondary 
bodies  and  directly-chartered,  single-location  unions. 
Railway  and  Printing  Trades  and  other  union  groups 
are  listed  in  the  fourth  section.  Part  five  provides 
information  on  world  organizations  of  labour  and  their 
associated  groups. 


The  information  presented  has  a  reference  date  of 
January  1,  1997.  However,  where  possible,  more 
recent  changes  in  the  various  labour  organizations 
were  included.  The  information  contained  in  the 
Directory  was  obtained  from  a  survey  of  the  Canadian 
headquarters  of  the  various  labour  organizations.  We 
wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  those 
organizations  for  their  co-operation. 


It  should  be  noted  that  no  official  recognition  is  implied 
by  the  inclusion  of  any  labour  organization  in  this 
Directory.  Titles  of  organizations  are  given  in  both 
official  languages  when  provided  by  the  labour 
organization. 

Included  in  the  Directory  are  aggregate  statistics  on 
union  membership,  national/international  composition 
and  affiliation.  A  wide  range  of  statistics  on  union 
membership  obtained  through  the  Corporations  and

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UNION  MEMBERSHIP  IN  CANADA  -  1997 


Union  membership  in  Canada  totalled  4,074,000  in 
January  1 997,  a  modest  increase  of  1 .0  per  cent  from 
4,033,000  in  January  1 996,  and  still  below  the  record 
high  of  4,089,000  in  1 992.  The  data  are  the  result  of  a 
Workplace  Information  Directorate  (WID)  survey  of 
labour  organizations  with  bargaining  units  of  50  or  more 
members.*  (See  Table  1 ,  page  XVI)

Finally,  multiple  job  holders  may  be  over-counted  if  they 
had  membership  in  more  than  one  union  in  jobs  held;  the 
LFS  would  enumerate  a  single  union  member.

of  the  preceding  year,  in  deriving  the  unionization  rate. 
Every  ten  years  the  LFS  undergoes  a  redesign  following 
the  decennial  Census.  Following  the  1991  Census  and 
commencing  in  January  1995,  certain  changes  were 
made  to  the  Survey.

1 994  in  order  to  provide  historical  context  that  is  consistent 
with  these  changes.  The  result  for  the  estimates  of  non- 
agricultural  paid  employment  has  been  an  increase  in  its 
level  throughout  the  period  1976  to  1994;  the  increase 
has  been  more  pronounced  in  the  more  recent  period. 
The  unionization  rates  shown  here  for  the  1976-1994 
period  are  based  on  these  revisions,  and  are  lower  than 
previously  published  data  in  each  of  those  years;  as  well, 
the  lowering  of  the  unionization  rate  is  greater  in  the  more 
recent  period.

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declined  (irregularly)  to  4,003,000  in  1 995;  since  then 
it  has  recouped  somewhat,  with  gains  of  0.7  per  cent 
in  1 996  and  1 .0  per  cent  in  1 997. 


The  pattern  of  growth  rates  in  non-agricultural  paid 
employment  has  been  similar  to  that  in  union 
membership,  but  growth  has  been  higher  in 
employment  than  in  union  membership.  In  the 
1 2  years  between  1 978  and  1 990,  the  number  of  non- 
agricultural  paid  employees  rose  by  35.1  per  cent, 
or  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  2.4  per  cent;  in 
the  eight  years  1 990  to  1 997,  it  increased  by  a  total  of 
2.1  percent. 


The  result  has  been  a  gradual,  though  irregular  erosion 
of  the  unionization  rate  which  peaked  at  37.2  per  cent 
in  1 984,  and  has  declined  over  the  years,  to  34.1  per 
cent  in  1 997  -  the  second  lowest  figure  in  the  20-year 
period. 


It  appears  that  the  moderation  in  union  membership 
growth  in  the  1 990s  in  partly  cyclical  in  nature.  In 
1992  and  1993  non-agricultural  paid  employment 
declined  by  2.4  per  cent  and  0.7  per  cent  respectively. 
Union  membership  increased  by  a  mere  0.5  per  cent 
in  1 992  and  declined  by  0.4  per  cent  in  1 993.  However, 
while  non-agricultural  employment  rose  by  0.6  percent 
in  1994  and  a  strong  2.0  per  cent  in  1995,  union 
membership  rose  by  only  0.2  per  cent  in  1994,  and 
declined  by  1 .8  per  cent  in  1 995.  (In  the  movement 
out  of  recession  in  the  early  1980s,  non-agricultural 
paid  employment  fell  by  3.5  per  cent  in  1 983  and  grew 
by  only  0.2  per  cent  in  1984;  union  membership 
dropped  by  1 .5  per  cent  in  1 983,  but  rose  by  a  healthy 
2.5  per  cent  in  1984.)  Finally,  while  non-agricultural 
paid  employment  rose  by  anaemic  0.5  per  cent  in  1 997, 
union  membership  increased  by  1 .0  per  cent. 


Labourforce  growth  rates,  while  fluctuating  somewhat, 
have  been  positive  in  every  year  of  the  1978-1997 
period.  Over  that  period,  the  labour  force  grew  by 
39.5  per  cent,  or  at  an  average  annual  compound 
rate  of  1.8  per  cent;  union  membership  grew  by 
24.3  per  cent  or  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  1 .1  per

Bien  qu'il  ait  legerement  fluctue,  le  taux  de  croissance 
de  la  population  active  a  progresse  tous  les  ans  entre 
1 978  et  1 997.  Au  cours  de  cette  periode,  la  population 
active  s'est  accrue  de  39,5  %,  ce  qui  correspond  a 
un  taux  d'augmentation  compose  moyen  de  1 ,8  % 
par  annee,  et  le  nombre  d'employes  syndiques  a 
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cent.  Consequently,  union  membership  as  a 
percentage  of  the  labour  force  declined  from  30.2  in 
1978  to  26.9  in  1997,  the  lowest  since  1971  26.6 
percent. 


Union  members  affiliated  to  the  Canadian  Labour 
Congress  (CLC),  Canada's  largest  central  labour  body, 
increased  by  1 23,300  to  2,671 ,1 50  between  1 996  and 
1997.  The  CLC  now  accounts  for  65.6  per  cent  of 
unionized  workers  in  Canada,  compared  to  63.2  per 
cent  in  1 996  and  61 .1  per  cent  in  1 995.  Membership 
in  the  Confederation  des  syndicats  nationaux  (CSN), 
the  second  largest  central  body,  rose  by  1 ,550  to 
251,420  between  1996  and  1997.  Since  1995,  the 
CSN's  membership  as  a  percentage  of  total  union 
membership  has  remained  constant  at  6.2  per  cent. 
Membership  in  the  Canadian  Federation  of  Labour 
(CFL),  which  has  been  declining  since  1 992,  dropped 
further  by  70,240  to  1 01 ,1 80  between  January  1 996 
and  January  1 997.  The  CFL  ceased  to  exist  as  a 
labour  organization,  September  9, 1997.  (The  figures 
in  the  tables  following  reflect  the  situation  as  of 
January  1997.) 


Membership  in  the  Centrale  de  I'enseignement  du 
Quebec  (CEQ),  the  Centrale  des  syndicats 
democratiques  (CSD),  and  the  Confederation  of 
Canadian  Unions  (CCU)  increased  modestly,  while 
declining  among  unaffiliated  national  and  international 
unions  as  well  as  independent  local  organizations. 
(See  Table  2,  page  XVII) 

Despite  a  decline  in  membership  between  1996  and 
1997,  two  public  sector  unions  remain  the  largest 
individual  unions  in  Canada;  the  Canadian  Union  of 
Public  Employees  (CUPE),  whose  membership 
declined  from  455,800  to  451 ,500,  continued  to  rank 
first,  and  the  National  Union  of  Public  and  General 
Employees  whose  membership  fell  from  310,600  to 
309,000,  continued  in  second  place.  The  Canadian 
Auto  Workers  (CAW)  continued  in  third  place  with  an 
unchanged  membership  of  approximately  205,000.

A  I'heure  actuelle,  le  CTC 
compte  65,6  %  des  travailleurs  syndiques  du  Canada, 
comparativement  a  63,2  %  en  1996  et  a  61,1  %  en 
1995.  Pour  ce  qui  est  de  la  Confederation  des 
syndicats  nationaux  (CSN),  la  deuxieme  plus  grande 
centrale  syndicale  au  pays,  le  nombre  de  membres  a 
augmente  de  1  550  entre  1 996  et  1 997,  et  il  se  situe  a 
251  420.  Depuis  1995,  le  nombre  de  membres  de  la 
CSN  exprime  en  pourcentage  par  rapport  au  nombre 
total  d'employes  syndiques,  est  demeure  constant  a 
6,2  %.  Le  nombre  de  membres  de  la  Federation 
canadienne  du  travail  (FCT),  qui  decline  depuis  1 992, 
a  encore  chute  de  70  240  pour  atteindre  le  nombre  de 
101  1 80  membres  entre  janvier  1 996  et  janvier  1 997.

Le  nombre  de  membres  de  la  Centrale  de 
I'enseignement  du  Quebec  (CEQ),  de  la  Centrale  des 
syndicats  democratiques  (CSD)  et  de  la  Confederation 
des  syndicats  canadiens  (CSC)  a  connu  une  hausse 
modeste,  alors  qu'on  enregistrait  une  baisse  chez  les 
syndicats  independants  internationaux,  nationaux  et 
locaux.

Malgre  le  fait  que  le  nombre  de  leurs  membres  ait 
diminue  entre  1 996  et  1 997,  deux  syndicats  du  secteur 
public  sont  demeures  les  plus  grands  syndicats  au 
Canada.  On  retrouve  encore  au  premier  rang  le 
Syndicat  canadien  de  la  fonction  publique  (SCFP), 
dont  le  nombre  de  membres  a  diminue,  passant  de 
455  800  a  451  500.  Le  deuxieme  rang  est  toujours 
occupe  par  le  Syndicat  national  des  employees  et 
employes  generaux  du  secteur  public,  dont  le  nombre 
de  membres  a  aussi  baisse,  passant  de  310  600  a 
309  000.  On  retrouve  encore  en  troisieme  place  le 
Syndicat  national  de  I'automobile,  de  I'aerospatiale, 
du  transport  et  des  autres  travailleurs  et  travailleuses 
du  Canada,  le  nombre  de  ses  membres  n'ayant  pas 
change  et  etant  d'environ  205  000. 
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En  general,  entre  1996  et  1997,  le  classement  de 
chacun  des  syndicats  n'a  pas  change,  mais  il  y  a  eu 
deux  exceptions  importantes.

Depuis  les  annees  1 960,  le  nombre  de  membres  des 
syndicats  internationaux  continue  de  diminuer  alors 
que  celui  des  syndicats  nationaux  s'accroTt 
constamment.  En  1962,  au  Canada,  sept  employes 
syndiques  surdix  etaient  membres  d'un  syndicat  ayant 
une  affiliation  internationale.  En  1997,  e'est  le  cas 
de  seulement  trois  employes  syndiques  sur  dix. 
Durant  cette  meme  periode,  le  nombre  des  membres 
des  syndicats  nationaux,  qui  representaient  un 
travailleur  sur  quatre  en  1 962,  s'est  accru  et,  en  1 997, 
ces  syndicats  represented  deux  travailleurs  sur  trois. 
En  1997,  on  denombrait  233  syndicats  ayant  une 
affiliation  nationale  et  ceux-ci  comptaient 
2  663  000  membres.

Generally,  rankings  among  individual  unions 
were  unchanged  between  1996  and  1997  with 
two  major  exceptions.  The  United  Steelworkers  of 
America  (USWA),  whose  membership  rose  from 
170,000  to  200,000  between  1996  and  1997,  has 
replaced  the  United  Food  and  Commercial  Workers' 
International  Union  (UFCW)  as  the  fourth  largest 
individual  union;  the  UFCW  now  ranks  as  the  fifth 
largest  union,  the  position  previously  occupied  by 
the  USWA.  The  other  major  change  resulted  from  a 
decline  from  49,800  in  1 996,  to  42,000  in  1 997,  in  the 
membership  of  the  Ontario  Nurses  Association;  the 
result  was  a  decline  in  their  position  from  1 8th  largest 
to  21st  largest. 


Since  the  1960s,  membership  in  international  unions 
has  been  declining  while  that  in  national  unions  has 
been  rising.  In  1 962,  seven  of  ten  union  members  in 
Canada  belonged  to  unions  with  an  international 
affiliation;  in  1997,  internationally  affiliated  unions 
accounted  for  only  three  of  ten  union  members.  Over 
the  same  period,  national  unions  which  accounted  for 
one  in  four  workers  in  1962,  increased  its  membership 
to  account  for  two  of  three  workers  in  1 997.  In  1 997, 
there  were  233  unions  with  national  affiliation  having 
a  membership  of  2,663,000;  51  unions  with 
international  affiliation  had  a  total  membership  of 
1,217,000.

The  Canadian  Labour  Congress  (CLC)  is  the  largest 
central  labour  body  in  Canada.  Founded  in  April 
1 956  with  the  merger  of  the  Canadian  Congress  of 
Labour  and  the  Trades  and  Labour  Congress  of 
Canada,  the  CLC  devotes  a  major  part  of  its  efforts 
to  social,  economic  and  legislative  questions  of 
national  importance.  Twelve  provincial  and  territorial 
federations  of  labour  and  125  local  labour  councils 
also  co-ordinate  programs  dealing  with  these 
issues. 

Every  two  years,  some  3,000  delegates  from 
affiliated  unions  gather  at  the  CLC  convention  to  set 
policy  for  the  central  body.

The  AFL-CIO  is  the  largest  labour  body  in  the 
United  States.  The  Federation  of  Organized 
Trades  and  Labor  Unions,  which  was  founded  on 
November  1 5, 1 881 ,  became  the  AFL  in  1 886;  the 
CIO  was  founded  in  1 935  and  merged  with  the  AFL 
in  1955. 

In  the  United  States,  the  AFL-CIO  is  organized  into 

1 2  regions  which  are  made  up  of  51  state  central 

bodies  and  599  local  central  bodies.  Total 

membership  in  the  U.S.  is  approximately 

1 3.1  million  workers  organized  into  78  affiliated 

unions. 

AFL-CIO  policy  is  set  at  the  biennial  convention. 
Between  conventions,  policy  is  set  by  the 
54-member  Executive  Council  composed  of  the 
President,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  principal 
officers  from  the  major  unions. 

The  Council  must  meet  at  least  three  times  a  year 
and  is  responsible  for  proposing  and  evaluating 
legislation  of  interest  to  the  labour  movement, 
assisting  unions  in  organizing  activities,  and 
resolving  jurisdictional  disputes  among  unions.

Les  origines  du  syndicalisme  enseignant  remontent 
au  mois  de  novembre  1936  alors  que  I' Association 
catholique  des  institutrices  ru rales  (ACIR)  etait 
fondee  a  La  Malbaie.  Deux  autres  federations  sont 
egalement  fondees  un  peu  plus  tard :  la  Federation 
provinciate  des  instituteurs  ruraux  (FPIR)  en  1939 
et  la  Federation  des  instituteurs  et  institutrices  des 
cites  et  villes  (FICV)  en  1942.

En  1974,  la  CEQ  se  transforme  en  centrale 
syndicate  et  augmente  ses  effectifs  pour  englober 
/'ensemble  des  travailleuses  et  travailleurs  de 
I'enseignement,  des  institutions  privees,  des 
affaires  sociales,  des  loisirs  et  des  sports. 

Depuis,  la  Centrale  de  I'enseignement  du  Quebec 
a  diversifie  et  augmente  ses  effectifs  qui 
comprennent  maintenant  des  employees  et 
employes  des  secteurs  des  communications,  de 
la  sante  et  des  services  sociaux  et  des  loisirs. 

Trade  unionism  originated  in  the  teaching 
community  in  November  1 936  with  the  founding  in 
La  Malbaie  of  the  Association  catholique  des 
institutrices  rurales.  Later,  two  other  federations 
were  created:  Federation  provinciale  des  instituteurs 
ruraux  in  1 936  and,  in  1 942,  the  Federation  des 
instituteurs  et  institutrices  des  cites  et  villes. 
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On  April  17, 1946,  these  three  provincial  federations 
merged  to  form  a  direct  ancestor  of  the  Centrale  de 
I'enseignement  du  Quebec  (CEQ),  the  Corporation 
generate  des  instituteurs  et  institutrices  catholiques 
de  la  province  de  Quebec  (CIC).  Its  total 
membership  was  then  approximately  1 1 ,1 00. 

In  1 967,  the  CIC  became  the  Corporation  des 
enseignants  du  Quebec  and  relinquished  its 
denominational  character. 

In  1 974,  the  CEQ  became  a  central  labour  body, 
and  membership  included  all  workers  from  the 
teaching  sector,  private  institutions,  social  affairs, 
recreation  and  sports. 

Since  then,  the  Centrale  de  I'enseignement  du 
Quebec  has  not  ceased  to  diversify  and  broaden 
its  membership,  which  now  includes  the 
communication,  health  and  social  services  and 
recreation  sectors.

The  FISA  was  founded  on  June  27, 1947,  under 
the  name  of  the  Federation  nationale  des  employes 
municipaux  du  Canada.  A  few  years  later,  in 
response  to  the  requests  of  several  new  affiliates  in 
the  educational  field,  the  name  was  changed  to  the 
Federation  nationale  des  employes  des  corporations 
municipales  et  scolaires  du  Canada  inc. 

At  its  foundation  in  1 947,  the  Federation  was 
affiliated  with  the  Confederation  des  travailleurs 
catholiques  du  Canada  inc.,  which  later  became  the 
Centrale  des  syndicats  nationaux  (CSN).  Following 
a  misunderstanding  which  lasted  three  years  and 
which  caused  some  distress  to  an  important 
group  of  workers,  the  FISA  decided  to  become 
autonomous  and  found  a  truly  democratic  structure. 
The  FISA  split  from  the  CSN  in  March  of  1960. 


In  1 963  the  name  of  the  Federation  was  changed 
again.  The  new  name  became  the  Federation  des 
employes  municipaux  et  scolaires  du  Quebec 
(FEMSQ).  Finally,  in  the  month  of  May  1990,  at  the 
time  of  its  30th  anniversary,  the  name  of  Federation 
independante  des  syndicats  affilies  (FISA)  was 
adopted.  Thus  began  the  birth  of  new  services,  a 
solid  commitment  toward  the  environment,  and  the 
introduction  of  means  of  communication  to  promote 
the  active  participation  of  members  in  the 
development  of  the  Federation. 

Today,  the  Federation  independante  des  syndicats 
affilies  is  a  democratic  organization  representing 
13,000  workers  in  the  municipal  sector  including 
library  personnel,  the  school  sector  -  that  is,  the 
support  staff  of  school  commissions  -  the  private 
sector  and  social  affairs.

The  Canadian  Association  of  University  Teachers 
(CAUT)  was  founded  in  1 951 .  The  earliest  concern 
of  CAUT  was  economic,  in  particular  salaries  and 
pensions.  By  1 958,  when  the  workload  exceeded 
the  capacity  of  the  Association's  part-time 
executive,  a  national  office  was  opened  in  Ottawa. 
Academic  freedom  and  tenure  became  major 
concerns  of  the  Association  in  1958  when  it  fought 
its  first  notable  case,  that  of  Professor  Harry  Crowe 
at  Winnipeg's  United  College  (now  the  University  of 
Winnipeg).  In  1 967,  the  Academic  Freedom  and 
Tenure  Committee  promulgated  the  CAUT  Policy 
Statement  on  Academic  Appointments  and  Tenure. 
Faculty  at  most  Canadian  universities  have 
successfully  negotiated  tenure  documents.

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The  Duff-Berdahl  report,  issued  in  1 963  by  the 
Commission  jointly  established  by  CAUT  and  the 
Association  of  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Canada, 
heralded  a  new  era  of  faculty  participation  in 
university  governance. 

Collective  bargaining  became  a  major  concern  of 
the  Association  in  the  early  seventies.  Through  the 
1970s  as  more  local  associations  unionized,  the 
CAUT  Collective  Bargaining  Committee 
recommended  policy  statements  and  model  clauses 
designed  to  safeguard  the  traditional  contractual 
goals  of  university  teachers,  namely  academic 
freedom,  non-discrimination,  due  process  and 
economic  security.  CAUT  also  revitalized  its  role 
as  lobbying  agent  for  its  membership,  especially 
with  the  federal  government,  on  such  issues  as 
financial  funding  of  universities,  research,  human 
rights,  security  intelligence  on  campus,  freedom  of 
information,  immigration  and  taxation. 

In  the  1990s  the  Association  seeks  to  advance 
the  professional  standards  of  its  members  and  to 
improve  the  quality  of  higher  education  in  Canada. 
The  membership  of  CAUT  now  numbers 
approximately  28,500  drawn  from  local  associations 
and  unions  throughout  the  country.

The  National  Federation  of  Nurses'  Unions  (NFNU) 
was  established  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  on  May  1 , 
1 981 ,  following  a  series  of  meetings  which  began  in 
1978.  As  nursing  unions  evolved,  it  was  recognized 
that  a  structured  association  was  needed  at  a 
national  level  so  that  nurses'  unions  could  speak 
with  one  strong  voice,  share  common  concerns 
and  interests,  and  work  for  improved  health  care 
systems  in  Canada.

The  Ontario  Teachers'  Federation  was  established 
by  the  Teaching  Profession  Act  of  1 944  as  the 
professional  organization  for  teachers  in  the 
province,  thus  becoming  the  official  liaison  between 
the  teachers  and  the  Minister  of  Education.  All 


teachers,  as  defined  by  the  Teaching  Profession 
Act,  are  required  to  belong  to  the  Federation  as  a 
condition  of  teaching  in  Ontario. 

The  Federation's  major  areas  of  responsibility 
include:  providing  leadership  and  complementing 
the  work  of  its  affiliates  in  teacher  education; 
representing  the  teaching  profession  in  legislation 
affecting  education;  dealing  with  matters  of  relations 
and  discipline;  monitoring,  developing  and 
evaluating  curriculum  and  professional  development 
policies,  and  research;  developing  and  funding 
special  projects;  representing  the  profession  in 
matters  affecting  superannuation;  and  acting  as 
co-ordinating  agent  for  study  or  action  in 
educational  finance  policy. 

The  Federation  is  governed  by  a  50-member  Board 
comprising  1 0  representatives  from  each  member 
union,  which  meets  three  times  a  year.  Between 
these  meetings,  business  is  conducted  by  the 
1 6-member  Executive  Committee.

Intergovernmental  Institutions/Les  institutions

The  Canadian  labour  movement  plays  an  important 
part  in  several  intergovernmental  organizations, 
particularly  in  the  International  Labour  Organization 
(ILO)  and  the  Organization  for  Economic 
Co-operation  and  Development  (OECD). 

The  ILO,  formed  in  1 91 9  and  now  an  agency  of  the 
United  Nations,  is  a  tripartite  body  consisting  of 
representatives  of  governments,  national  trade 
unions  and  employer  organizations,  and  is 
concerned  with  the  improvement  of  working  and 
living  conditions  throughout  the  world. 

The  Canada  Branch  Office  is  responsible  for 
relations  with  the  government,  employers'  and 
workers'  organizations,  as  well  as  with  international, 
regional  and  bilateral  organizations  in  Canada.  The 
Office  supports  the  ILO's  technical  co-operation 
activities  by  means  of  recruitment  of  experts, 
acquisition  of  equipment,  and  placement  of  fellows 
in  Canada.  In  addition,  it  manages  the  sales  of  ILO 
publications  in  Canada,  gathers  and  disseminates 
information  on  main  developments  in  labour  and 
related  fields,  and  maintains  contact  with 
universities  and  other  educational  bodies  through 
lectures  and  the  provision  of  ILO  teaching  aids  and 
materials. 
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The  OECD,  formed  in  1 961 ,  represents  the 
governments  of  Western  Europe,  Canada,  the 
United  States,  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  Japan. 
Its  Trade  Union  Advisory  Committee  (TUAC)  has 
representatives  from  the  national  centres  affiliated 
with  the  International  Confederation  of  Free  Trade 
Unions  or  the  WCL,  and  plays  an  important  part  in 
advising  the  Organization  on  labour  matters.

L'OCDE,  fondee  en  1961,  represente  les 
gouvernements  de  I'Europe  de  I'Ouest,  du  Canada, 
des  Etats-Unis,  de  I'Australie,  de  la  Nouvelle- 
Zelande  et  du  Japon.  Sa  Commission  syndicate 
consultative  (CSC)  comprend  des  representants 
des  centres  nationaux  affilies  a  la  Confederation 
Internationale  des  syndicats  libres  ou  a  la  CMT  et 
elle  joue  un  role  important  en  conseillant 
/'Organisation  surles  questions  qui  touchent  le 
travail.

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Affiliated  Union  (Syndicat  affilie)  -  A  union  that 
is  affiliated  with  a  central  labour  congress. 

Allied  Trades  Federation  (Federation  de 
metiers  connexes)  -  An  organization  of  unions 
or  locals  of  unions  in  a  particular  area, 
functioning  in  the  same  industry,  to  co-ordinate 
the  activities  of  the  members  and  to  deal  with 
jurisdictional  questions.  Policies  are  established 
and  officers  are  elected  at  meetings  attended 
by  delegates  from  member  organizations. 
Trades  federations  may  be  known  by  other 
names  such  as  union  councils,  union 
federations,  or  joint  councils  and  they  are  most 
frequently  found  in  industries  organized  along 
craft  lines. 

Central  Labour  Congress  (Centrale 
syndicale)  -  An  organization  having  in  affiliation 
various  unions,  directly  chartered  locals, 
provincial  federations  of  labour,  and  local  labour 
councils,  for  the  purpose  of  broadly  co-ordinating 
their  activities  at  the  national  level  including  the 
relations  between  unions  and  governments  and 
establishing  relations  with  organized  workers 
internationally.  Congresses  hold  annual  or 
biennial  conventions  attended  by  delegates  from 
affiliated  organizations  at  which  policies  are 
established  and  officers  elected.  The  congress 
also  organizes  local  unions  known  as  directly 
chartered  locals.  Funds  are  obtained  through  a 
per  capita  tax  on  all  affiliates. 

Directly  Chartered  Local  (Section  locale  a 
charte  directe)  -  A  local  that  is  organized  by 
and  receives  its  charter  from  a  central  labour 
congress  and  is  not  part  of  an  international  or 
national  union.  It  pays  per  capita  dues  directly 
to  the  congress  and  receives  services  from  the 
congress. 

District  Council  (Conseil  regional)  -  An 

organization  of  locals  of  a  union  in  a  particular 
area  formed  to  co-ordinate  the  activities  of  the 
locals  in  the  district.  District  councils  may  hold 
meetings  of  delegates  from  member  locals  to  deal 


with  matters  of  interest  to  them  and  at  which 
officers  for  the  district  are  elected.  District 
organizations  are  also  known  by  such  names 
as  joint  boards  or  conference  boards. 

Independent  Local  Organization 
(Organisation  locale  independante)  -  A  local 
organization  that  is  not  formally  connected  or 
affiliated  with  any  other  labour  organization. 


International  Union  (Syndicat  international) 

-  A  union  that  charters  locals  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada. 

Local  (Section  locale)  -  The  Basic  unit  of  labour 
organization  formed  in  a  particular  plant  or 
locality.  The  members  participate  directly  in  the 
affairs  of  their  local  including  the  election  of 
officers,  financial  and  other  business  matters, 
and  relations  between  their  organization  and 
employers,  and  they  pay  dues  to  the  local.  There 
are  locals  of  international,  national  or  regional 
unions,  locals  directly  chartered  by  a  central 
congress,  and  independent  local  organizations. 
Sometimes  unions  have  units,  similar  to  locals, 
such  as  lodges,  branches,  divisions  or  districts. 

Local  Labour  Council  (Conseil  syndical  local) 

-  An  organization  formed  by  a  labour  congress 
at  the  city  level.  It  is  organized  and  functions  in 
the  same  manner  as  provincial  federation  but 
within  the  scope  of  a  city.  Funds  are  obtained 
through  a  per  capita  tax  on  affiliates. 

Local  of  an  International  or  National  Union 
(Section  locale  d'un  syndicat  international  ou 
national)  -  A  local  that  is  organized  by,  or  elects 
to  affiliate  itself  with,  an  international  or  national 
union.  Per  capita  dues  are  paid  to  the  parent 
union,  and  in  return  certain  services  are  rendered 
by  the  union. 

National  Union  (Syndicat  national)  -  A  union 
that  charters  locals  in  Canada  only. 
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Provincial  Federation  (Federation 
provinciale)  -  An  organization  formed  by  a 
labour  congress  at  the  provincial  level  which 
consists  of  the  congress  affiliates  in  the  province. 
It  functions  similarly  to  the  congress  in  the 
appropriate  provincial  area  except  that  it  does 
not  charter  local  unions.  Funds  are  obtained 
through  a  per  capita  tax  on  affiliates. 


Union  (Syndicat)  -  The  unit  of  labour 
organization  that  organizes  and  charters  locals 
in  the  industries  or  trades  as  defined  in  its 
constitution,  sets  general  policy  for  its  locals, 
assists  them  in  the  conduct  of  their  affairs,  and 
is  the  medium  for  co-ordinating  their  activities. 
Funds  are  obtained  from  the  locals  through  per 
capita  dues.  Unions  usually  hold  regular 
conventions  of  delegates  from  the  locals  at  which 
general  policy  is  set  and  officers  are  elected. 
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Centrale  syndicate  (Central  Labour 
Congress)  -  C'est  une  organisation  qui  groupe 
clivers  syndicats,  des  federations  de  syndicats, 
des  sections  locales  a  charte  directe  ou 
non  federees,  des  federations  syndicales 
provinciales  et  des  conseils  syndicaux  locaux. 
Le  but  de  la  centrale  est  de  coordonner,  sur  le 
plan  national,  les  activites  de  ces  differentes 
organisations  syndicales  (entre  autres,  les 
relations  entre  ces  organisations  et  les 
gouvernements)  et  d'etablir,  sur  le  plan 
international,  des  relations  avec  les  travailleurs 
syndiques  d'autres  pays.  Les  centrales 
organisent  des  congres  annuels  ou  bisannuels 
auxquels  assistent  les  delegues  des 
organisations  affiliees;  au  cours  de  ces  congres, 
on  fixe  la  politique  a  suivre  et  on  procede  a 
I'election  des  dirigeants.  La  centrale  met 
egalement  sur  pied  des  syndicats  locaux  connus 
sous  le  nom  de  sections  locales  a  charte  directe. 
Les  fonds  de  la  centrale  proviennent  d'un  droit 
par  tete  verse  par  toutes  les  organisations 
affiliees. 

Conseil  regional  (District  Council)  -  C'est  une 
organisation  qui,  dans  une  region  determinee, 
groupe  les  sections  locales  d'un  syndicat  dans 
le  but  de  coordonner  leurs  activites  dans  la 
region.  Les  conseils  regionaux  peuvent  tenir  des 
reunions  groupant  des  delegues  des  sections 
locales  membres  afin  de  discuter  des  questions 
d'interet  commun  et  de  proceder  a  I'election  des 
dirigeants.  Ces  conseils  sont  aussi  connus  sous 
le  nom  de  commissions  mixtes  ou  conseils  de 
conference. 

Conseil  syndical  local  (Local  Labour 
Council)  -  C'est  une  organisation  formee  par 
une  centrale  syndicale  au  niveau  municipal.  Le 
conseil  syndical  local  est  organise  et  fonctionne 
de  la  meme  maniere  qu'une  federation 
provinciale,  mais  dans  les  limites  d'une  ville.  Les 
fonds  proviennent  d'un  droit  par  tete  verse  par 
les  organisations  affiliees. 


Federation  de  metiers  connexes  (Allied 
Trades  Federation)  -  C'est  une  organisation 
qui  dans  une  region  determinee,  groupe  les 
syndicats  ou  les  sections  locales  de  syndicats 
de  la  meme  industrie  en  vue  de  coordonner  les 
activites  des  membres  et  d'examiner  les 
questions  de  competence.  Au  cours  de 
reunions  auxquelles  assistent  les  delegues  des 
organisations  membres  de  la  federation,  on  fixe 
la  politique  a  suivre  et  on  procede  a  I'election 
des  dirigeants.  Les  federations  de  metiers 
peuvent  etre  connues  sous  d'autres  noms  tels 
que  conseils  syndicaux,  federations  syndicales, 
conseils  mixtes.  C'est  dans  les  industries  ou 
les  travailleurs  sont  groupes  en  syndicats  de 
metiers  que  ces  federations  sont  le  plus 
frequemment  constitutes. 

Federation  provinciale  (Provincial 
Federation)  -  C'est  une  organisation  formee  au 
niveau  provincial  par  une  centrale  syndicale.  La 
federation  provinciale  groupe  la  majorite  des 
organisations  affiliees  a  la  centrale  dans  une 
province  determinee.  Elle  fonctionne  de  la  meme 
maniere  que  la  centrale,  mais  dans  les  limites 
d'une  province.  Toutefois,  elle  n'accorde  pas  de 
charte  aux  syndicats  locaux.  Les  fonds 
proviennent  d'un  droit  par  tete  verse  par  les 
organisations  affiliees. 

Organisation  locale  independante  (Inde- 
pendent Local  Organization)  -  C'est  une  or- 
ganisation locale  qui  n'est  officiellement  liee  ou 
affiliee  a  aucune  autre  organisation  syndicale. 

Section  locale  (Local)  -  C'est  I'unite  de  base 
de  I'organisation  syndicale;  elle  est  formee  dans 
une  usine  ou  dans  une  localite  particuliere.  Les 
membres  versent  des  cotisations  a  leur  section 
locale.  II  y  a  trois  sortes  de  sections  locales  : 
des  sections  locales  de  syndicats  internationaux, 
nationaux  ou  regionaux,  des  sections  detenant 
une  charte  directe  accordee  par  une  centrale 
syndicale  et  enfin,  des  organisations  locales 
independantes.  Parfois,  les  syndicats  ont  des 
unites  semblables  a  des  sections  locales  telles 
que  loges,  succursales,  divisions  ou  districts. 
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Section  locale  a  charte  directe  (Directly 
Chartered  Local)  -  C'est  une  section  locale  qui 
est  organisee  par  une  centrale  syndicale  et  qui 
recoit  sa  charte  de  cette  derniere;  elle  ne  fait 
pas  partie  d'un  syndicat  international  ou  national. 
Elle  verse  directement  des  droits  par  tete  a 
la  centrale  qui,  en  retour,  lui  fournit  certains 
services. 

Section  locale  d'un  syndicat  international  ou 
national  (Local  of  an  International  or  National 
Union)  -  C'est  une  section  locale  qui  est 
organisee  par  un  syndicat  international  ou 
national  ou  qui  choisit  de  s'y  affilier.  Des  droits 
par  tete  sont  verses  a  ce  syndicat  qui,  en  retour, 
fournit  certains  services  a  la  section  locale. 

Syndicat  (Union)  -  C'est  ('organisation  syndicale 
qui  met  sur  pied  des  sections  locales  dans  les 
industries  ou  metiers  designes  dans  ses  statuts 
et  qui  leur  accorde  une  charte.  Elle  fixe  une 


politique  generale  pour  ses  sections  locales, 
les  aide  dans  la  conduite  de  leurs  affaires 
et  coordonne  leurs  activites.  Les  fonds 
proviennent  des  sections  locales,  sous  forme 
de  droits  par  tete.  Les  syndicats  tiennent 
habituellement,  a  intervalles  reguliers,  des 
reunions  de  delegues  des  sections  locales, 
reunions  au  cours  desquelles  on  fixe  une 
politique  generale  et  on  procede  a  I'election  des 
dirigeants. 

Syndicat  affilie  (Affiliated  Union)  -  C'est  un 
syndicat  affilie  a  une  centrale  syndicale. 

Syndicat  international  (International  Union)  - 

C'est  un  syndicat  qui  accorde  des  chartes  a  des 
sections  locales  aux  Etats-Unis  et  au  Canada. 

Syndicat  national  (National  Union)  -  C'est  un 
syndicat  qui  n'accorde  des  chartes  qu'a  des 
sections  locales  au  Canada.
